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Each year an effort is made to supply our classrooms with 
adequate equipment and materials. As textbooks become out- 
dated and worn, they are revised, as well as other materials when 
needed. This is a continuous process, hence in no one year are all 
items new. In a similar way the plant and housing conditions 
have to be given proper upkeep, and they are presently worthy 
of a superior rating. 

With a majority of pupils reaching their respective schools 
by bus, the problem of noon lunches has become important to 
each home, likewise to each school community. An organization 
works in each case to support a plan to supply lunch workers, 
finances to pay for food and services, helpers to make out reports, 
certain items for equipment to buy, and to maintain active com- 
mittees. The receipt of various surplus foods from the state and 
federal sources are of much help, but far inadequate to make the 
program sufficient. Everyone should recognize and appreciate 
the work of those who, with the teachers and pupil helpers, make 
it possible to keep our school lunch program going. 

We note with pride as some former pupil in our elementary 
school system, upon reaching high school, wins special recogni- 
tion. Also, there have been winners among the elementary 
grades, with an eighth grade girl placing among the three top 
honors in a statewide essay contest recently. 

Transportation has continued, with one minor change from 
last year, under the same arrangements. Children from Killing- 
ton Avenue and Gleason Road are now carried by one of the large 
buses instead of by private car. 

A tabulation of future enrollments, estimated from including 
pre-school children in the annual census, is given below. An 
effort is being made to use these figures to determine when 
additional classroom space may be required as well as to plan 
the allocation of children to their particular classrooms in any 
of the four school buildings.

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Information of a statistical nature will be found in accom- 
panying tables having to do with finances, school enrollment, 
5 year average cost per pupil, average daily attendance, lists of 
eighth grade graduates and teachers and their remunerations. 

The cost of providing higher education, the transportation of 
students, the employment of competent teachers and the pro- 
viding of heat and light increases from year to year. The expense 
for all of the foregoing for the year starting July 1, 1959 will be 
even greater than for the present school year. Whereas the in- 
creased expense is considerable, we will not require any great 
amount for maintenance, and as we are not making any major 
improvements during the coming year, we can cover the expense 
for the next school year with a tax of $2.70 on the Grand List. 
Your Board recommends ^that the foregoing tax be voted. We 
are receiving a considerable amount of state aid. However, it is 
well to keep in mind that the fund for state aid to schools is 
secured through other methods of taxing the citizens of the state. 
The budget for the ensuing year is set forth in another part of 
the report, and by comparing same with those of previous years 
you will easily ascertain where the increased cost of operating 
our schools is incurred. 

We express our appreciation to the P.T.A. associations at 
Cheney Hill and Center Rutland, the Haiti Community Club and 
the Parents’ Club of the Dyer section, to the teachers for the 
efficient and generous services rendered and to all others who in 
any way have contributed to the successful operation of our 
schools.

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VERMONT DEPARTMENT OF SOCIAL WELFARE

This is the twenty-third annual report which I have made to 
the citizens of Rutland Town regarding State payments in your 
municipality of various types of assistance and welfare during 

1958. The support and cooperation of town officers and people 
generally over this long period is gratefully acknowledged. 

This year marks the greatest improvement in the assistance 
programs since they were inaugurated many years ago. Due to 
an increase in Federal funds available to the State and a fortunate 
combination of circumstances it has been possible to lift the ceiling 
in the three adult programs from $63.00 to $75.00 a month and 
in the Aid to Dependent Children program to $45.00 for the 
eligible mother or relative, $45.00 for the first child and $25.00 
for each additional child. Our food budget allowances have also 
been increased. This not only furnishes more financial security 
to the individuals themselves but should also relieve the towns 
and cities of much of the expense of supplementation. Although 
the bill has not passed the legislature at this writing, a program 
for nursing home care and limited hospitalization for eligible 
recipients of Old Age Assistance, Aid to the Blind and Aid to 
the Permanently and Totally Disabled has the endorsement of 
the town and city managers. This will relieve the towns and cities 
of 65 percent of the cost for which thejr are currently obligated. 
No additional state appropriation is proposed or required. 
Actually, the current total requests of the Department of Social 
Welfare for 1960-1961 are less than was appropriated for 1958- 

1959.

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REPORT OF THE 

VERMONT STATE DEPARTMENT OF HEALTH 

1958 

Ihrough the following programs the State Department of 
Health works with the Health officer and other officials, doctors 
and local citizens on community health. This report summarizes 
many of the services rendered to RUTLAND TOWN last year 
and indicates others services available. 

CHILD HEALTH SERVICES: 

67 children attended 7 well-child and school conferences 
organized by the public health nurse. There were 22 nutrition 
and dietetic consultations. 6 children with orthopedic, cardiac, 
plastic or neurological conditions received services or appliances 
through clinics for handicapped children. 

COMMUNICABLE DISEASE: 

13 persons received chest x-rays; 39 children received im- 
munizing series, including booster injections, against diphtheria, 
whooping cough, and/or tetanus. The immunizing series against 
poliomyelitis were given to 83 children and adults. 

DENTAL HEALTH: 

1 he dentist or dental hygienist made 1 consultation with 
groups on school or town dental health problems. 

ENVIRONMENTAL SANITATION: 

A sanitarian or sanitary engineer made 30 inspections — 
consultations at the town's food and lodging places and 20 con- 
cerning water supply, sewage disposal, public buildings and other 
problems to protect health through improved town sanitation. 

LABORATORY SERVICES: 

As aids in the control of communicable disease, tests were 
performed on 21 water samples, 29 blood specimens and 3 other 
specimens. Vaccines, antitoxins and biologicals were distributed 
for protection against communicable diseases. 

MENTAL HEALTH: 

1 person or group was served at the guidance clinic or through 
educational meetings or consultations. Services to individuals 
included 1 interview with the psychiatrist, psychologist or psy- 
chiatric social worker. Financial and other assistance to develop 
local projects for prevention, treatment or education in the field 
or mental health were available. 
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PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING: 

The public health nurse’s headquarters is in RUTLAND. 
Assisted by local people, she served at well-child and school 
conferences, x-ray and immunization clinics. She visited homes, 
doctors, and agencies, making 144 visits on behalf of 41 persons 
and community health activities. Her service is an essential 
element in the department’s programs for health promotion, 
disease prevention, diagnosis, treatment and education.
